AUDIT PROCEDURE 


The accounts and records of all town officials charged 
with the custody, receipt and disbursement of public funds 
were examined and audited. Vouchers and cancelled checks 
were compared with supporting invoices and payrolls as 
well as entries in the books of record. Receipts were checked 
by source insofar as possible and totals of receipts and ex- 
penditures verified. Proof of the Treasurer’s balance as of 
July 31, 1947, is indicated in Exhibit Q.

The tax warrant and tax sales accounts of Collector Mills 
were audited. A balance remittance of $286.01, made as of 
September 2, 1947, adjusted the tax warrant accounts for 
the levies of 1944, 1945 and 1946, as follows:

The small balance of $1.12, in the hands of the former 
Town Clerk, should be turned over to the Treasurer in order 
that this account may be closed (Exhibit K). 
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RoaAD AGENT 


Payrolls of the Road Agent for the period January 1, 1947 
to July 31, 1947, were examined and found to be properly 
signed by employees and supported by receipted bills for 
purchases of materials. The signed payrolls for the period 
from August 1, 1946 to December 31, 1946, were not avail- 
ale at the time of audit. 

The small balance of $13.32, which has remained in the 
Road Agent’s account since last year, should be turned over 
to the Town Treasurer. 


Trust FuNDS 


The principal and unexpended income of the Cemetery, 
Educational, Library and Capital Reserve Funds, was veri- 
fied by an examination of the savings bank books and securi- 
ties. Summarized statements of Trust Fund principal, in- 
come and investments, are included in Exhibits N and O. 


GENERAL COMMENTS 


CAPITAL RESERVE FUND: 

By vote of the town in successive years, 1944, 1945 and 
1946, a capital reserve fund amounting to $1,800.00 has been 
established. In 1946, $1,000.00 of this fund was turned over 
to the Trustees of Trust Funds. The balance of $800.00 
should be paid to the Trustees and remain in their custody 
as required by law. 


TAx COLLECTOR: 

The recording of tax collections and redemptions from 
tax sales in the cash book, as well as posting such accounts 
to the tax warrant and tax sale record book, should be kept 
up to date at all times. 

Remittances should be made to the Town Treasurer at 
least monthly as required by law. 
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All funds in the Collector’s hands should be remitted at 
the close of the fiscal year, December 31st. 

Tax deeds should be given by the Collector to the town on 
property in cases where the two year redemption period has 
expired. Exhibit J (Summary of Tax Sale Account) indi- 
cates that there is a considerable amount of such unre- 
deemed taxes from tax sales on account of the levies of 1943 
and prior years. 

TOWN CLERK: 

The Town Clerk should keep a cash book record of all 
motor vehicle permits and dog licenses issued. 
CONCLUSION : 

With exceptions as herein noted, the accounts and records 
of all town officials which were examined were found in good 
condition and the accounting procedure conformed to the 
uniform system prescribed by this Division. 

The provisions of Section 31, Chapter 211, of the Laws 
of 1939, require that this report or a summary of its essen- 
tial features shall be published in the next annual town re- 
port. This letter of transmittal should be included in its en- 
tirety but the inclusion of Exhibits is optional. 

We exend our thanks to the officials of the Town of 
Francestown for their assistance during the course of the 
audit.

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REPORT OF SCHOOL SUPERINTENDENT 


To the School Board and Citizens of Francestown: 


I respectfully submit my first annual report as your 
Superintendent of Schools. 


Advances in Education in New Hampshire. 


_ No single event in the history of education in the State of 
New Hampshire has had such influence on the educational 
picture of our state as the State Aid Law passed by our 
Legislature in the late spring of 1947. This legislation, 
prompted by the investigation of the Interim Commission 
established in 1945 to study the educational needs of New . 
Hampshire, and the untiring efforts of our Commissioner of 
Education, and the many loyal supporters of public educa- 
tion, increased state financial aid to local school districts ap- 
proximately 400%. 

The purpose of the bill was to equalize educational oppor- 
tunities and to improve public elementary and high schools 
~in New Hampshire by making funds available to those 
school districts in the state that were operating on meager 
budgets and were unable to offer the education they desired. 
It was interesting to note, that during the special school 
district meetings held in July 1947, over 90% of state aid 
funds was voted by the towns to be used for educational pur- 
poses. No portion of state aid funds for the school year 
1947-48 could be used for payment of interest, debt or other 
capital expenditures. 

To review the manner in which the state aid law func- 
tions, the following is presented. 
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State aid is based on the exact average daily membership 
of each public school in New Hampshire, or each approved 
school, in New Hampshire, or in an adjoining state, with all 
pupils credited to their district of residence for the payment 
of state aid. Under the law, aid can be given to districts 
only for pupils for whose education the district is legally 
responsible. 

The state aid law apportions the aid in two categories, 
equalization and general aid. In applying the equalization 
formula, a required program is set up allowing $1800 for 
each approved one-room school with at least six grades, $75 
for all other elementary pupils, and $100 for each high school 
student. Under the provisions of the act, the local school 
district’s share in the program is six-tenths of one per cent 
of its equalized valuation, which is subtracted from the total 
formula program share, with the remainder paid by the state 
as equalization aid. After the requirements of the equaliza- 
tion have been .met, and one per cent set aside for emer- 
gencies, the remainder of the fund is prorated on the basis 
of average daily membership, on a ratio of three to four for 
elementary and high school respectively. For the purposes 
of general aid, the average daily membership of the one-room 
schools is added to the average daily membership of the other 
elementary pupils. A summary of the computation for the 
school district of Francestown is as follows:

The amount of state aid available to the school districts 
will vary from year to year as the state enrollment of public 
school children increases or decreases. 

The Cooperative School District Act passed by the State 
Legislature in the spring of 1947 makes it possible for local 
districts, through local initiative, to join together to establish 
more effective school units. While this act does not have the 
immediate impact on New Hampshire education that the 
State Aid Law had, nevertheless, it will perhaps be instru- 
mental in changing the whole supervisory district organiza- 
tion in the years to come, 

There are many advantages to the Cooperative School 
idea. A few of them are as follows. Larger districts make 
available greater funds with which to provide better build- 
ings, instruction, materials of instruction and more varied 
programs. A cooperative school does not necessarily mean 
that education will be cheaper but that more services can be 
obtained for the dollar spent, consequently a cooperative 
school is more economical. 

A cooperaive school district poses many problems, the 
greatest being that of transportation. This problem, in most 
cases can be solved, by district owned and operated buses. 
North Carolina has been exceedingly successful in this re- 
spect. The town of Newport, N. H. has embarked upon a 
program of locally owned and operated buses and it is esti- 
mated that their total cost of operation will be approximately 
25c per mile. In Supervisory Union No. 63 it is approxi- 
mately 40c per mile. 

Studies are being made in both the Wilton-Milford area 
and the Antrim-Bennington, Francestown area on the Co- 
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operative School District idea. However, these studies are 
not far enough advanced to report upon at this time. 

By an act of the State Board of Education on June 30, 
1947 a program of minimum standards for teachers’ sal- 
aries was approved. This action set the minimum of teach- 
ers’ salaries in the State of New Hampshire at $1700, this 
minimum increasing to $2000, dependent upon the prepara- 
tion and experience of the teacher. 

The salary situation in New Hampshire has long needed 
improvement. In 1946-47 four towns were paying elemen- 
tary teachers less than $1200. $1400-$1500 was the mini- 
mum salary in thirty-two towns. Nine towns were paying 
from $1600 to $1800. The five towns in this group in our 
Union were paying from $1200 to $1650. A similar salary 
survey made in 1947-48 shows that no teacher in the state is 
getting less than $1700 with the median about $1850. This 
is true of the five towns mentioned in our Union. 

However, even with this revision of salaries upward, our 
better teachers are being drained off to neighboring states or 
going into other employment. 


Shortage of Teachers 


The teacher shortage is still serious, particularly at the 

elementary level. However, there is a slight improvement 
over 1946-47. 
_ For the nation as a whole it is probable that enrollments 
in “teacher-education” programs now approximate pre-war 
enrollments. However, many of these undergraduates will 
not be available for employment for two to three years. 
Unfortunately, also, the enrollments by states is not geared 
to the shortages. Relatively wealthy states, where salaries 
are high and the teacher shortage small, have higher teacher- 
education enrollments. It appears too, that enrollments are 
piling up in courses leading to regular secondary school 
certification when the greatest immediate demand is in 
elementary schools.

The State of New Hampshire needs approximately 150 
new elementary teachers every year. This year there will be 
graduated from Keene Teachers College and Plymouth 
Teachers College approximately 30. In the fall of 1947 at 
Keene Teachers College 45 elected the elementary program 
and at Plymouth there were 20. Consequently, four years 
from now we will have 65 teachers available to take 150 or 
more teaching positions. To alleviate this situation, we have 
approximately 350 elementary teachers still working on war 
emergency permits. 

The situation is not too encouraging. 


School Costs 

There does not appear to be any immediate relief in the 
cost of living today. Such increased costs are reflected in 
the school budgets of 1948-49. All school costs have risen 
but the most noticeable increase has been in the area of text- 
books, scholars’ supplies, teachers’ salaries and tuition costs. 

A survey recently completed by two supply houses indi- 
cates that since the fall of 1946 scholars’ supplies have in- 
creased from 10% to 40%, textbooks from 20% to 30%, 
teachers’ salaries approximately 6%. 

Those increased costs have necessitated school boards to 
raise their tuition price. The state average for secondary 
school instruction for the year 1946-47 was $138.89 per 
pupil. Most school districts are raising their tuition to 
$135.00. This will not inflict a hardship on school districts 
with whom they have contracts and will more equally dis- 
tribute the costs of instruction. 


Budget 

The budget presented for 1948-49 calls for an assessment 
of $10,724, an increase of $1,103.25 above the amount appro- 
priated last year. This increase is reflected in tuition costs 
that amount to approximately $400 over which the School 
Board has no control and in teachers’ salaries which amounts 
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to $425. The remaining $278.25 is absorbed in normal in- 
creases in textbooks, scholars’ supplies, fuel, etc. 

The income of the district should remain about the same 
as last year. As was noted in the paragraph on State Aid, 
Francestown actually received from this source $702.81, 
$117.61 less than was estimated last year. The district should 
receive approximately $729 in state aid for the year 1948- 
1949.

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FOREST FIRE PROBLEM SERIOUS 


The year 1947 was one of the worst periods of drouth and 
forest fire occurrence in eastern United States history. Lack 
of water ruined crops, lowered water levels and dried up 
brooks everywhere. Three months of deficient rainfall and 
apnermally high temperatures resulted in many fires which 
were mostly well controlled and kept within bounds. Only 
the high winds beginning on October 23rd caused a few fires 
to escape beyond immediate control. These few fires resulted 
in burning some 15,000 acres and the loss of 63 or more 
buildings in four New Hampshire towns. 

All October fires were costly. They burned deeply in the 
ground and required day and night patrol of large crews of 
men until the rains came late in October. Towns which es- 
caped from serious fires might easily have been in the midst 
of the most serious conflagrations we had. 

Governor Dale closed the woods effective at midnight of 
October 15th. With the blow-up of October 23rd, a second 
proclamation closed all back roads and authorized towns to 
inaugurate patrol. - The effect of this was to cut down sub- 
sequent fires for the rest of the dry period. 

Local fire warden forces performed an admirable job to 
hold the more than 200 fires that occurred during this Octo- 
ber period. Many men were taxed to the utmost as the 
emergency continued. To them and all those who did their 
work, the people of New Hampshire owe a debt of gratitude. 
The state forest fire control agency based on local town 
wardens and town crews wherever adequately equipped rose 
to the occasion and met the test in whatever town their 
services were needed. 
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It is now time to take stock everywhere of our fire fighting 
facilities for the season ahead and to make them adequate 
where necessary. To this end town fire plans and training 
programs for wardens, deputies and other key men in each 
district are being arranged or in progress. If equipment and 
tools are insufficient properly to equip the available man 
power in each community with the right tools for the job, 
they should be provided for at once. The yearly addition 
of fire tools to the town supply will generally need to be built 
up. The state sells tools to the towns and shares one-half 
their cost. Good equipment is important and can help great- 
ly to keep both damage and fire costs at a minimum. 

For many years we have requested our wardens not to 
issue burning permits except on rainy days. This regulation 
will be in effect again this year as it is one of the best means 
of assuring such fires from getting out of control. Nine out 
of every ten fires can be prevented, 98 percent of all fires be- 
ing due to human carelessness. Be sure to get a permit for 
any fire in or near woodland when the ground is free from 
snow. Be sure your fires are always out before you leave 
them. Help us in getting the travelling public to keep from 
throwing out lighted matches or cigarettes. Be careful of 
all fires in or near woodland.

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FRANCESTOWN IMPROVEMENT SOCIETY 


During 1947 the big event sponsored by the Society was 
the celebration of the Town’s 175th Anniversary. This took 
place on Labor Day, and its success was due to the whole- 
hearted participation and support by winter and summer 
residents alike. Hundreds of people from this section and 
many from far away points came for the afternoon and 
evening. 

The parade had nearly forty entries, with special prizes 
awarded for floats representing scenes from the Town his- 
tory. Some of these included—‘Frances Deering wooed by 
Gov. Wentworth”, “The Soapstone Quarry”, “Scoby Boys”, 
“First House in Town”, “Early Scotch Settlers attacked by 
Indians”, “50th Anniversary of Eastern Star”. There were 
many others of interest both on foot and on horseback. 

Rep. Norris Cotton gave a fine speech on the sturdy quali- 
ties of the early Francestown settlers. There was a band 
concert and many booths in the rehabilitated horse sheds. In 
the evening a large number attended the square dance in the 
Town Hall. 

The financial proceeds were considered at a meeting of 
the Society on October 12th, and the following appropria- 
tions were made: $42.10 for new books for the Library, 
$100 towards the new Fire Department siren, a fund to care 
for seeding and flowers on the common and the hedge by the 
old church, $25 for the Community Christmas Tree and $20 
for the Red Cross Drive. In addition the Society is com- 
mitted to pay for standpipe connections for fire protection in 
the upper village. The Society took active measure to care 
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for and add to the Historical Society collection in their 
rooms in the Library Building. 

These actions show just how the Society can play a useful 
part in the Town in cooperation with all citizens. It can be 
of help to the Selectmen and is always ready to do its part. 
Membership is open to all, and the wider the interest shown, 
the more it can accomplish.
